Chicago, April 13. —Oneof the fiercest 
and most disastrous tires the Chicago 
departm ent has fought in many years 
sw ept through West Madison street 
Sunday afternoon. 
The 
big Sm yth 
building that extends from Union half 
way to llalsted street was destroyed, 
and 
with 
it 
the 
concents 
of 
John 
M. 
Sm yth’s furniture 
house, 
the largest retail establishm ent in the 
world. 
All that is left of Kohl A Mid­ 
dleton’s west side dime museum is a 
heap of bricks and charred tim ber. On 
the north side of Madison street from 
Union street to the H aym arket theater 
block five buildings were destroyed. 
Three of them tum bled down l>efore the 
m aelstrom of fire, and at one tim e the 
roof and a portion of tile front of 
the theater building was burning so 
fiercely that everybody thought it would 
share the fate of its neighbors, b u t the 
firemen managed to save the structure, 
but in a seriously damaged condition. 
The total loss is estim ated at $*62,200. 
John M. Sinyth <$t Co. alone will lose 
$600,OOO. 
The tire originated in the 
wagon shed of John M. Smyth A Co., 
directly in tile rear of the museum. 
Shortly 
after 
4 
o’clock the fire 
started, and from the first it was stub­ 
born, alm ost resistless. 
Kohl & Mid­ 
dleton’s museum, on the second floor, 
was filled with the usual crowd of Sun­ 
day visitors. 
They 
were scattered 
through the curio hall and the gal­ 
leries, and a big audience was in one of 
the theaters w atching a stage perform ­ 
ance. 
The first intim ation of danger 
came whon every window cracked and 
shattered and flames leaped into the 
rooms. 
Where the fire came from no 
one seemed to know. 
There Were 
shrieks and cries, people pushed over 
each other and ran panic-stricken down 
the stairw ay and into the street. 
Be­ 
fore they reached the street w ith the 
first alarm a curling cloud of black 
smoke w as rising from the rear of the 
building. 
In the museum were specialty per­ 
formers, attaches and “ freaks,” who 
did not rush out when the visitors beat 
their hasty retreat. Some wore their 
stage 
costumes 
and 
were 
hur­ 
riedly endeavoring to collect w ard­ 
robes 
and 
valuables. 
W ithin 
a 
brief m inute they, too, were forced 
to leave, many w ithout saving any­ 
thing except the stage clothes they were 
wearing. 
The fat woman, the big­ 
headed boy, the gypsies and the albino 
rushed into the street. 
Two or three 
policemen 
and 
several 
pedestrians 
who had gone into the museum at 
the 
first 
alarm 
attem pted 
to 
save 
some 
of 
the 
property, 
but 
were driven back by blinding smoke 
through which they could see grow ing 
flames. 
Officer Shelley succeeded in 
breaking open the cage which held the 
monkeys. 
The frightened and ch atter­ 
ing anim als clambered out and several 
escaped, one down the fire escape. 
A nother jum ped to the pavem ent'and 
had his leg broken. 
W hen the fire departm ent threw the 
first stream the Smyth building w as en­ 
tirely in flames. 
The great building 
burned as though it was stored w ith 
naphtha and tinder. 
A mass of blaze 
swept through the front and flung It­ 
self 
half 
way across 
the 
street. 
Then 
it 
curled 
up 
and 
made 
the 
front 
a 
wall 
of 
roaring 
flames. 
Firem en retreated before the 
attack, and from a safe distance, their 
rubber coats steam ing and scorching, 
they sent a few punny splashes into the 
fire. 
Almost at the same tim e the 
buildings across the way were ignited 
and each side of the street became 
ablaze. 
From Union street to the H aym arket 
theater a row of business houses faced 
the terrific onslaught of firebrands from 
the burning Sm yth block. They did not 
w ithstand it long. 
Each one was afire 
within fifteen m inutes after the first 
alarm , and the corner of the H aym arket 
theater building was smoking, w ith 
tongues of flame in a dozen different 
places. 
A determ ined and successful 
effort to save the theater was made, 
but the row of buildings betw een it 
and Union street was doomed from tha 
first. 
All later efforts of the firemen were 
directed to checking the spread of the 
flames. 
These efforts were successful. 
A t 8 o’clock last evening the tw o sides 
of W est Madison street were tum bled 
and smoking ruins. 
A pall of heavy 
smoke rested over the city for miles in 
every direction. 
At the scene of the 
fire hosemejt climbed over heaps of 
debris and *ent stream s of w ater tear­ 
ing into the sm oldering beds of flame. 
The fire had been short but decisive. 
The upper story of the three-story 
building on the northw est corner of 
Madison and Union streets caught fire 
at 4:45 o clock. 
A few m inutes After 
the flames lodged around the windows 
of the fifth story of the H aym arket 
theater building and were soon raging 
under the m ansard roof. Ju st west of 
the 
H aym arket 
was the five-story 
building occupied by the People’s Out­ 
fitting Company. 
Here also the w in­ 
dows were on tire, but no great dam­ 
age was done.

A lexander Grant, an employe in th' 
museum, was seriously inlured 


leaking his’’escape* Troiu" a third-story 
window. 
He crawled out on a sign 
and attem pted to sw ing 
down

m eans of a wire. 
The wire broke 
under 
his 
weight, 
however, 
and 
he 
fell 
to 
the pavement, a dis­ 
tance of 50 feet, breaking his leg and 
frightfully bruising bis head and shoul­ 
ders. 
His injuries, however, are con­ 
sidered not necessarily fatal. 
About 
fifty persons, including tw o policemen, 
stood w atching the flames from the 
corner of U nion and M eridian streets. 
The officers were keeping the crowd 
back, 
and

Mrs. Bessie Higgins was probably fatal­

A patrol wagon was sum­ 
moned and he w&9 taken to the county 
hospital, where he died a t m idnight 
A m atinee was in progress a t th e 
H aym arket theater w hen the fire broke 
out, but the audience was gotten out 
w ithout confusion. 
FIBK IN AN OMAHA HOTEL. 
O m aha, Neb., April 13.—Fire started 
about IO o’clock Sunday night in the 
kitchen of the Paxton hotel, situated 
on the fourth floor of the annex back 
of the m ain building.

confined in jail aw aiting a new trial. 
The m urder was com m itted in cold 
blood, and w as for the purpose of 
obtaining

was 
living. 
Edw ard 
Gibbon 
and George Rose were also charged 
w ith assisting in the m urder. 
Gib­ 
bon was acquitted. 
George Rose was 
convicted of m urder in the first degree, 
but afterw ard escaped from jail. 
Tho 
mob overpowered the jailer and going 
to the cell where the prisoners were 
confined riddled their bodies w ith bul­ 
lets. 
The mob then quietly dispersed.

He came to California in 1850 
and engaged in mining for two years. He re­ 
turned to Illinois but came back to California 
in 1873, locating at San Bernardino. In 1886 he 
reoeived the republican nomination for lieuten­ 
ant governor and was the only republican elect­ 
ed. Washington Bartlett (dem.> was elected 
governor, but died soon after taking office and 
Waterman filled out the term, which expired 
last January. He leaves a wife and several 
children.]

N ew O rle a n s, April 13.—The grand 
Jury in it;* forthcom ing report upon the 
Henuessy murder, tile subsequent mis­ 
carriage of justice and tile w reaking of 
popular vengeance upon tile Italian 
suspects in the parish prison w ill for 
the first time probably give to the pub­ 
lic 
the confession of M anuel Po­ 
litz, one 
of 
the 
lynched 
pris­ 
oners. 
Early in 
tile 
case he evi­ 
dently made up his 
mind to 
turn 
traito r to his com rades and earn some 
clemency by betraying them. 
He held 
aloof from them in prison and in court, 
brooded much in solitude, and soon 
after the trial l>egan clamored wildly 
for the privilege of un bosoming him self 
of the secret which weighed upon him. 
The statem ent 
he 
made 
never 
reached the jury. 
The state claim ed 
th a t while Politz incrim inated others 
he protested his own innocence, and, 
besides, there were contradictions in 
his 
confession 
which 
would 
de­ 
stroy 
its 
value. 
There 
was 
strong 
evidence 
against 
Politz 
and it was preferred to hold him 
prisoner. 
Politz’s 
confession 
was 
made to the district attorney. 
A bout 
the same story was told to his own a t­ 
torney and portions of it w ere told a t 
various times to those who came in con­ 
tact w ith him. 
Said he: 
“ I had joined a certain society of my country­ 
men, tho president of 
which 
was Charles 
Mstranga. This society, 
I 
supposed, 
was 
formed for the b andit of my countrymen. 
Macheca, M&tranga and others were prominent 
memoirs. On a Saturday night I was at a meet­ 
ing of the society at w hich M atranga, Macheca 
and other* were present. 
It wa* stated that 
the purpose of the m eeting was to decide who 
were to kill Chief Henaessy. 
The names of 
the member* were placed in a box by numbers 
and ten were draw n therefrom . 
These ten 
men were nodded to m eet and arrange the 
manner and m eans of currying out the work 
Allotted to them 
The men m et in a room over 
a place owned by Duffle. 
The money was 
then 
distributed among 
six 
men, 
each 
one 
receiving about 
i'JJO. 
I 
was 
asked 
to 
carry 
a 
sack 
of 
gun* 
from 
the 
meeting room to the house of the shoe 
maker, 
M onastery, 
on 
Girod, 
near 
Basin. I refused to do so, not knowing at the 
time why the guns were to be taken there. 
Matranga was there aud said he would carry 
the sack. Two later meeting* were held near 
the Paydras m arket. 
I am not sure whether 
tbs money was distributed at these meetings 
or at Duff ca' 
“The plan agreed upon was th at on the night 
of October 15 everyone was to m eet at Mon­ 
a ste ry 's place. M archesi's boy w as Instructed 
to be on th ” lookout and watch the approach of 
Chief H ennery. 
He was to w ait on R am part 
street, and when h made sure th a t the chiel 


was coming he was to pass Hennessy and 
run rapidly out Girod street, and when oppo­ 
site M onasterie s wa* to give the peculiar Ital­ 
ian w histle. 
When the w histle was given toy 
the boy on the night of the 15th or October, 
M onastery opened 
the door and said to 
the others: 
'The chief! 
tho chief.’

into 
the street, im m ediately opening fire on the 
man en the opposite side, who was quietly 
walking- along.

I 
heard of Ilennessy’s shooting for the first 
time on th a t Sunday morning when my land­ 
lord, John, was reading the paper.” 
In answ er to a question how he could 
know any of these thing's if he was n o t 
present he replied that M onasterio told

tim e for the statem ent arrived Politz 
appeared calm enough.

words Politz spoke were in Italian: 
“Scaffedi killed the chief.’’ T hen th a 
luckless Sicilian fell face forw ard upon 
the floor. 
Politz was never again in 
condition to testify.

the river were turned to blood.” 
Among all the Egyptian plagues none I 
could have been worse than this. 
The 
Nile is the wealth of Egypt. 
Its fish 
the food, its waters the irrigation of 
garden and fields. 
Its condition de­ 
cides the prosperity or the doom of tho 
empire. 
W hat happens to tho Nile 
happens to all Egypt. 
And now in 
the text that great river is incarnadined. 
It is a red gash across an empire. 
In 
poetic license we speak of wars which 
turn the rivers into blood. 
But my 
text is not a poetic license. 
It was a 
fact, a great crimson, appalling condi­ 
tion described. 
The Nile rolling deep 
of blood! Can you imagine a more 
awful plague? 
The modem plague which nearest 
corresponds with that, is the plague of 
crime in all our cities. 
It halts not for 
bloodshed. It shrinks from no carnage. 
It bruises and cuts and strikes down 
and destroys. 
It revels iii the blood of 
body and soul—this plague of crime, 
rampant for ages, and never bolder or 
more rampant than now. 
H O RRO RS O F T O E PO LIC E COURTS. 
Tho annual police reports of these 
cities as I examine them are to me more 
suggestive than Dante’s Inferno, and 
all Christian people as well as reform­ 
ers need to awaken to a present and 
tremendous duty. 
If you want this 
Plague of Crime” to stop there are 
several kinds of persons you need to 
consider. 
First, the public criminals. 
You ought not to be surprised that 
these people make up a large portion 
in many communities. 
The vast ma­ 
jority of the criminals who take ship 
from Europe come into our own port. 
In 1869, of the forty-nine thousand peo­ 
ple who were incarcerated in tho pris­ 
ons of the country thirty-two thousand 
were of foreign birth. 
Many of them 
were the very desperadoes of society, 
oozing into the slums of our cities, i 
waiting for an opportunity to riot and 
steal and debauch, joining the large 
gang of American thugs and cutthroats, i 
There are in this cluster of cities— : 
New York, Jersey City and Brooklyn— 
four thousand people whose entire busi- I 
ness in life is to commit crime. That 
is as much their business as jurisprud- i 
ence or medicine or merchandise is \ 
your business. To it they bring all 
their energies of body, mind and soul, j 
and they look upon the intervals which I 
they spend in prison as so much un for- j 
tunato loss of time, just as you look j 
upon an attack of influenza or rheuma- j 
tism which fastens you in the house for 
a few days. It is their lifetime business j 
to pick pockets and blow up safes and J 
shoplift and ply the panel game, and 
they have as much prido of skill in 
their business as you have in yours 
when you upset the argument of an 
opposing counsel or cure a gunshot 
fracture which other surgeons have 
given up, or foresee a turn in tile mar­ 
ket as you buy goods just before they 
go up 20 per cent. It is their busi­ 
ness to commit crime, and I do not 
suppose that once in a year tho thought 
of the immorality strikes them. 
Added to these professional crim­ 
inals, American and foreign, there is a 
large class of men who are more or less 
industrious in crime. 
In one year the 
police in this cluster of cities arrested 
ten thousand people for theft and ten 
thousand for assault and battery and 
fifty thousand for intoxication. Drunk­ 
enness is responsible for much of the 
theft, since it confuses a m ans ideas of 
property, and ho gets his hands on 
things that do not belong to him. Rum 
is responsible for much of the assault 
and battery, inspiring men to sudden 
bravery, which they must demonstrate, 
though it bo on the face of the next 
gentleman. 
Ten million dollars’ worth of property 
stolen in this cluster of cities in one 
year. 
You cannot, as good citizens, be 
independent of that fact. 
It \vill touch 
your pocket, since I have to give you 
the fact that these three cities pay about 
eight million dollars’ worth of taxes a 
year to arraign, try and support the 
criminal population. 
You help to pay 
the board of every criminal, from the 
sneak thief that snatches a spool of 
cotton up to some man who swamps a 
bank. 
More than that, it touches your 
heart in the moral depression of the 
community. 
You might as well t 
to stand in a closely confined room 
where there are fifty people and yet not 
breathe the vitiated air as to stand in 
a community where there is such a

What is the fire that burns your store 
down compared with the conflagration 
which consumes your morals? What 
is the theft of the gold and silver from 
your money safe compared with the 
theft of your children's virtue? 
CAN THE CRIMINAL BE REFORMED? 
We are all ready to arraign crimi­ 
nals. 
We shout at the top of our 
voice, “Stop thief!” and when the 
police get on the track we come out, 
hatless and in oar slippers, and assist 
in the arrest. 
We come around the 
bawling ruffian and hustle him off to 
justice, and when he gets in prison 
what do we do for him? With great 
gusto we pa; on the handcuffs and the 
hopples; but what preparation are we 
making for the day when the handcuffs 
and tho hopples porno oil? Society 
seems to say to th 
iminals, “ Vil­ 
lain, go in there 
t.” when it 
ought to say, “I - 
..d un offender 
against the law, but we mean to give 
you an opportunity to repel 
jo mean 
to help you. 
Here are 
'oles and 
tracts and Christi' 
influences. Christ 
died for you. 
L*x,~. and live.” 
Vast improvements have been made 
by introducing industries into tho pris­ 
on, bat we want something more than 
hammers and shoe lasts to reclaim these 
people. 
Aye, we want more than ser­ 
mons on the Sabbath day. 
Society 
must impress these men with tho fact 
that it does not enjoy their suffering, 
and that it is attempting to reform and 
elevate them. 
The majority of crim- 


done for 
you to make you better?” 
“Well,” re­ 
plied the lad, “the first time I was 
brought up before tho judge he said, 
‘You ought to be ashamed of yourself.’ 
And then I committed a crime again, 
and I was brought up before the same 
judge, and he said, ‘You rascal!’ And 
after a while I committed some other 
crime, and I was brought before tho 
same judge, and he said, ‘You ought to 
be hanged.’ ” That is all they had 
done for him in the way of reformation 
and salvation. 
“Oh,” you say, “these 
people are incorrigible.” 
I suppose 
there are hundreds of persons this day 
lying in the prison bunks who would 
leap up at the prospect of reformation 
if society w ould only allow them a way 
into decency and respectability. “Oh, ” 
you say, “I have no patience with these 
rogues.” I ask you in reply, how much 
better would you have been under tho 
same circumstances ? 
Suppose your mother had been a 
blasphemer and your father a sot, and 
you had started life with a body stuffed 
with evil proclivities, and you had 
spent much of your tiino in a cellar 
amid obscenities and cursings, and if 
at ten years of age you had been com­ 
pelled to go out and steal, battered and 
banged at night if you came in without 
any spoils, and suppose your early man­ 
hood and womanhood had been cov­ 
ered with rags and filth, and decent so­ 
ciety had turned its back upon you 
and left you to consort with vagabonds 
and wharf rats — how much better 
would you have been ? I have no sym­ 
pathy with that executive clemency 
whieh would let crime run loose, or 
which would sit in the gallery of a 
court room weeping because some hard 
hearted wretch is brought to justice; 
but I do say that the safety and life of 
the community demand more potential 
influences in behalf of public offenders. 


FO U LN ESS O F FR ISO N L IF E . 
In some of the city prisons tho air is 
like that of the Black Hole of Calcutta. 
I have visited prisons where, as the air 
swept through the wicket, it almost 
knocked me down. 
No sunlight. 
Young men who had committed their 
first crime crowded in among old of­ 
fenders. 
I saw in one prison a woman, 
with a child almost blind, who had 
been arrested for the crime of poverty, 
who was waiting until the slow law 
could tako her to the almshouse, where 
she rightfully belonged; but sho was 
thrust iii there with her child amid the 
most abandoned wretches of the town 
Many of the offenders in that prison 
slept on tho floor, with nothing but 
a vermin covered blanket over them 
Those people crowded and wan and 
wasted find half suffocated and infuri 
ated. 
I said to the men, “How do you 
stand it here?” “God knows,” said one 
man, “ we have to stand it.” . Oh, they 
| will pay you when they get out. Where 
they burned down one house they will 
burn three. 
They will strike deeper 
the assassin’s knife. They are this min­ 
ute plotting worse burglaries. 
Some of the city jails ore the best 
places I know of to manufacture foot­ 
pads, vagabonds and cutthroats. 
Yale 
college is not so well calculated to 
make scholars, nor Harvard so well 
calculated to make scientists, nor 
Princeton so well calculated to make 
theologians as many of our jails are 
calculated to make criminals. All that 
those men do not know of crime after 
they have been in that dungeon for 
some time Satanic machination cannot 
teach them. In the insufferable stencil 
and sickening surroundings of such 
places there is nothing but disease for 
tho body, idiocy for the mind and 
death for the soul. 
Stifled air and ! 
darkness and vermin never turned a 
thief into an honest man. 
We want men like John Howard and 
Sir William Blackstone and women 
like Elizabeth Fry to do for the pris­ 
ons of the United States what those 
people did in other days for the prisons 
of England. 
I thank God for what 
Isaac T. Hopper and Dr. Wines and 
Mr. Harris and scores of others have 
done in the way of prison reform; but 
we want something more radical before 
will come the blessing of him who said, 
“I was in prison, and ye came unto 
me.” 
Again, in your effort to arrest this 
plague of crime you need to consider 
untrustworthy officials. 
“Woe unto 
thee, O land, when thy king is a child 
and thy princes drink in the morning.” 
It is a great calamity to a city when 
bad men get into public authority. 
Why was it that in New York there 
was such unparalleled crime between 
1866 and 1871? 
It was because the 
judges of police in that city aT that 
time, for the most part, were as cor­ 
rupt as the vagabonds that came be­ 
fore them for trial. 
Those were Hie 
days of high carnival forelection frauds, 
assassination and forgery. 
We had all 
kinds of rings. 
There was one man 
daring those years that got one hun­ 
dred and twenty-eight thousand dollars 
in one year for serving the public. 
In 
a few years it was estimated that there 
were fifty millions of public treasure 
squandered. 
In those times the crim­ 
inal had only to wink at the judge, or 
his lawyer would wink for him, and the 
question was decided for tho defend­ 
ant. 
Of the eight thousand people arrest­ 
ed in that city in one year only three 
thousand were punished. 
These little 
matters were “fixed ap,” while the in­ 
terests of society were “fixed down.” 
You know as well as I do that one vil­ 
lain who escapes only opens the door 
for other criminalities. 
When the two 
pickpockets snatched the diamond pin 
from tho Brooklyn gentleman in a 
Broadway stage, and tho villains were 
arrested, and the trial was set down 
for the general sessions, and then the 
trial never came, and never anything 
more was hoard of the case, the public 
officials were only bidding higher for 
more crime. 


■WHEN T H E W IC K ED R U L E T H E P E O P L E 
MOURN. 
It is no compliment to public authori- 


whipped of justice. 
They are poAitfrl 
out to you in the street day by day. 
There you find what are called tile 
“fences,” the men who stand between 
tho thief and the honest man, shelter­ 
ing the thief and at a great price hand­ 
ing over the goods to the owner to 
whom they belong. 
Thoro you will 
find those who are called tho “skin­ 
ners,” the men who hover around Wall 
street, with great sleight of hand in 
bonds and stocks. 
Thoro you And tho 
funeral thieves, tho people who go and 
sit down aud mourn with families and 
pick their pockets. And there you find 
the “confidence men,” who borrow 
money of you because they have a dead 
child in the house and want to bury it, 
when they never had a house or a fami­ 
ly; or they want to go to England and 
get a largo property there, and they 
want you to pay their way, and they , 
will send the money back by tho very j 
next mail. 
There are tile “harbor thieves,” the j 
“shoplifters,” tho “pickpockets,” fa- : 
mons all over tho cities. 
Hundreds of j 
them with their faces in the “rogue’s * 
gallery,” yet doing nothing for the last 
five or ten years but defraud society 
and escape justice. 
When these peoplo 
go unarrested and unpunished, it is 
putting a high premium upon vice and 
saying to tho young criminals of this 
country, “What a safe thing it is to be 
a great criminal!” 
Let tho law swoop 
upon them. 
Let it bo known in this 
country that crime will have no quar­ 
ter, that the detectives are after it, that 
the police club is being brandished, 
that the iron door of the prison is be­ 
ing opened* that the judge is ready to 
call on the oaso. 
Too great leniency to 
criminals is too great severity to soci­ 
ety. 
Again, in your effort to 'arrest this 
plague of crime you need to consider 
the idle population. 
Of course I do 
not refer to peoplo who are getting old, 
or to the sick or to those who cannot 
get work, bat I tell you to look out for 
those athletic men and women who 
will not work. 
When the French no­ 
bleman was asked why ho kept busy 
w hen! he had so largo a property he 
said, “I keep on engraving so I may 
not hang myself.” I do not care who 
tho man is, you cannot afford to bo 
idle. 
It is from tho idle classes that 
the criminal classes are made up. 
Character, like water, gets putrid if it 
stands still too long. 
Who can wonder 
that in tins world, where there is so 
much to do, and all the hosts of earth 
and heaven and hell are plunging into 
the conflict, and angels are flying and 
God is at work, and tile universe is 
a-quake with tho marching and counter­ 
marching, that God lets his indignation 
fall upon a man who chooses idleness ? 
I have watched these do-nothings who 
spend their time stroking their beard, 
and retouching their toilet, and criti­ 
cising industrious people, and pass their 
days and nights in barrooms and club 
houses, lounging and smoking and 
chewing and card playing. 
They are 
not only useless, but they are danger­ 
ous. 
How hard it is for them to while 
away the hours! 
Alas for them! 
If 
they do not know how to while away 
an hour, what will they do when they 
have all eternity on their hands? 
These men for awhile smoke Hie best 
cigars, and wear tho best clothes, and 
movo in the highest spheres, but I have 
noticed that very soon they comedown 
to the prison, t lie almshouse, or stop at 
the gallows. 


IN V IN C IB L E LAZINESS. 
I 
Tho police stations of this cluster of 
cities furnish annually between two 
and three hundred thousand lodgings. 
For tho most part, these two and three 
hundred thousand lodgings are fur­ 
nished to able bodied men and women 
— people as able to work as you aud I 
are. When they are received no longer 
at one police station, because they are 
“repeaters,” they go to some other sta­ 
tion, and so they keep moving around. 
They get their food at house doors, 
stealing what they can lay their hands 
on in tho front basement while the ser­ 
vant is spreading the bread in the back 
basement. 
They will not work. Time 
and again, in tho country districts, 
they have wanted hundreds and thou­ 
sands of laborers. 
These men will not 
go. 
They do not want to work. 
I 
have tried them. 
I have set them to 
sawing wood 
in ,my cellar to see 
* whether they wanted to work. 
I of- 
i fered to pay them well for it. 
I have 
heard the saw going for about three 
minutes, and then I went down, and 
lo, the wood, but no saw! They are 
tile pest of society, and they stand in 
tho way of the Lord’s poor, who ought 
to be helped, and must be helped, and 
will be helped. 
While there are thousands of indus­ 
trious men who cannot get any work, 
these men who do not want any work 
come in and .make that plea. 
I am in 
favor of the restoration of the old 
fashioned whipping post for just this 
one class of men who will not work, 
sleeping at night at public expense in 
tile station house, during tho day get­ 
ting their food at your doorstep. 
Im­ 
prisonment does not scare them. They 
would like it. Blackwell’s Island or Sing 
Sing would be a comfortable home for 
them. 
They woald have no objection 
to the almshouse, for they like tliin 
soup, if they cannot get mock turtle. 
I propose this for them : On one side 
of them put some healthy w ork; on the 
other side put a rawhide, and let them 
take their choice. 
I like for that class 
of peoplo the scant bill of fare that 
Paul wrote out for tho Thessalonian 
loafers, ‘ ‘If any work not, neither should 
he eat.” By what law of God or man 
Is it right that you and I should toil 
day iii and day out, until our hands are 
blistered and our arms ache .'md our 
brain gets numb, and then bo called 
upon to support what in the United 
States are about two million loafers! 
They are a very dangerous class. 
Let 
the public authorities keep their eyes 
on them. 
Again, among tho uprooting classes 
I place the oppressed poor. 
Poverty 
to a certain extent is chastening; but 
after that, when it drives a man to tho 
wall, and he hears his children cry in 
vain for bread, it sometimes makes 
him desperate. 
I think that there are 
thousands of honest men lacerated into 
vagabondism. 
There are men crushed 
under burdens for which they are not 
half paid. 
While there is no excuse 
for criminality, r-en in oppression, I 
state it as a simp! fact thatm uch of the 
scoundrelism of t he community is con­ 
sequent upon ill treatment. 
There are 
many men and women battered and 
bruised and stung until the hour of de­ 
spair has c—ll and they stand with 
the ferocity r* n wild beast whieh, pur- 
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I ork arid Brooklyn" fife tfiat~ ii~appall­ 
ing and shameful. 
It wallows and 
steams with putrefaction. You go down 
the stairs, which are wet and decayed 
with filth, and at the bottom you find 
the poor victims on the floor, cold, 
sick, tiiree-fourths dead, slinking into 
a still darker corner under the gleam 
of the lantern of the police. There has 
not been a breath of frosh air in that 
room for (ive years, literally. 
The 
broken sewer empties its contents upon 
them, and they lie at night in the 
swimming filth. 
There they are, men, 
women, children; blacks, whites; Mary 
Magdalene without 
her repentance 
and Lazarus without his God. These 
are “the dives” into which the pick­ 
pockets mid the thieves go, as well as 
a great many who would like a differ­ 
ent life but cannot get it. These places 
are the sores of the city, which bleed 
perpetual corruption. 
They are the underlying volcano 
that tlircatens us with a Caraccas 
earthquake. 
It rolls and roars and 
surges and heaves and rocks and blas­ 
phemes and dies. 
And there are only 
two outlets for it—the police court and 
tho Potter's field. 
In other words, 
they must either go to prison or to hell. 
Oh, you never saw it, you say. 
You 
never will see it until on tho day when 
those staggering wretches shall come 
up in the light of tho judgment throne, 
and while all hearts are being revealed, 
God will ask you what you did to help 
them. 
There is another layer of |>overty and 
destitution, not so squalid, but almost 
as helpless. 
Y'ou hear the incessant 
wailing for bread find clothes and fire. 
Their eyes are sunken. 
Their cheek 
bones stand out. 
Their hands are 
damp with slow consumption. 
Their 
flesh is puffed up witli dropsies. 
Their 
breath is like that of the charnel house. 
They hear the roar of the wheels of 
fashion overhead, and the gay laughter 
of men and maidens, and wonder why 
God gave to others so lunch and to 
them so little. 
Some of them tiirust 
into an infidelity like that of the poor 
German girl who, when told in tile 
midst of lier wretchedness that God 
was good, said: “No, no good God. 
Just look at me. 
No good God.” 
In this cluster of cities, whose cry of 
want I interpret, there are said to be— 
as far as I can figure it up from reports 
—about three hundred thousand honest 
Door who ore dependent upon individ* 
ual, city and state charities. If all their 
voices could come up at once it would 
be a groan that would shako the foun­ 
dations of the city, and bring all earth 
and heaven to the rescue. 
But, for 
the most part, it suffers unexpressed. 
It sits in silence, gnashing its teeth and 
sucking the blood of its own arteries, 
waiting for tho judgment day. 
Oh, I should not wonder if on that 
day it would be found out that some 
of us had some tilings that belonged to 
them ; some extra garment which might 
have made them comfortable in cold 
days; some bread thrust into the aith 
barrel that might have appeased their 
hunger for a little while; some wasted 
candle or gas jet that might have kin­ 
dled up their darkness; some fresco on 
Hie ceiling tliat would have given them 
a roof; some jewel which, brought to 
that orphan girl in time, might have 
kept lier from being crowded off the 
precipices of an unclean life; some New 
Testament that would have told them 
of him who “came to seek and save 
that which was lost.” 
Oh, this wave of vagrancy and hun­ 
ger and nakedness that dashes against 
our front doorstep! If tho roofs of all 
the houses of destitution could be lifted 
so we could look down into them, just 
as God looks, whose nerves would be 
strong enough to stand it? And yet there 
they are. 
The fifty thousand sewing 
women in these three 
cities, some of 
them in hunger and cold, 
working 
night after 
night, until 
sometimes the 
blood spurts from nostril and lips. 
How well their grief was voiced by 
that despairing woman who stood by 
her invalid husband and invalid child, 
and said to the city missionary: “I am 
downhearted. Everything’s against us; 
and then 
there are other 
things.” 
“What other things?” said the city 
missionary. 
“Oh,” sho replied, “my 
sin. 
“What do you mean by that?” 
Well,” she said, “I never hear or see 
anything good. 
It’s work from Mon­ 
day morning till Saturday night, and 
then when Sunday comes I can’t go 
out, and I walk the floor, and it makes 
me tremble to think that I have got to 
meet God. 
Oh, sir, it’s so hard for us. 
We have to work so, and then we have 
so much trouble, and then we are get­ 
ting along so poorly; and see this wee 
little thing growing weaker and weaker; 
and then to think we are not getting 
nearer to God, but floating away from 
him. 
Oh, sir, I do wish I was ready to 
die.” 
DUTY O F CHU RCH AND SOCIETY. 
I should not wonder if they had a 
good deal better time than we in the 
future, to make up for tho fact that 
they had such a bad time here. 
It 
would bo just like Jesus to say: “Come 
np and tako tho highest seats. 
You 
suffered with me on earth; now be glo­ 
rified with me in heaven.” 
O thon 
weeping One of Bethany! O thou dy­ 
ing One of tho cross! Have mercy on 
these starving, freezing, homeless poor 
of these great cities! 
I have preached this sermon for four 
or five practical reasons: Because I 
want you to know who are the uproot­ 
ing classes of society. 
Because I want 
you to be more discriminating in your 
charities. 
Because I want your hearts 
open with generosity and your hands 
open with charity. 
Because I want 
you to be made the sworn friends of 
all city evangelization, and all news­ 
boys’ lodging houses, and all children’s 
aid societies and Dorcas societies, un­ 
der tho skillful manipulation of wives 
and mothers and sisters and daughters. 
Let tho spare garments of your ward­ 
robes bo fitted to the limbs of the wan 
and shivering. 
I should not wonder if 
that hat that you give should corno 
back a jeweled coronet, or if that gar­ 
ment that you hand out from your 
wardrobe should mysteriously be whit­ 
ened and somehow wrought into tho 
Saviour's own robe, so in the last day 
he would run liis hand over it and say, 
“I was naked, and ye clothed me.” 
That would be putting your garments 
to glorious uses. 
But more than that, I have preached 
the sermon because I thought in the 
contrast you would see how very kind­ 
ly God had dealt with you, and I 
thought that thousands of you would 
go to your comfortable homes and sit 
at your well filled tables and at the 
warm registers, and look at the round 
faces of your children, and that then 
you would burst into tears at the re­ 
view of God’s goodness to you, and 
that you would go to your room and 
lock tho door and kneel downland say 


make me thy child. 
O Lord, there are 
so many hungry and unclad and un­ 
sheltered today; I thank thee that all 
my life thou hast taken such good care 
of me. 
O Lord, there are so many 
sick and crippled children today; I 
thank thee mine are well, some of them 
on earth, some of them in heaven. Thy 
goodness, O Lord, breaks mo down. 
Take me once and forever. 
Sprinkled 
as I was many years ago at tho altar, 
while my mother held me, now I con­ 
secrate my soul to thee in a holier bap­ 
tism of repenting tears.

The past week was too coli and wet 
and (aim work has in consequence been 
retarded. In the western and northern 
portions of the slate a few days of sun­ 
shiny weather prevailed but the temper­ 
ature continued low. 
In the eastern 
and southern coonties there was less 
sunshine than usual with a temperature 
averaging 7 degrees below the daily nor­ 
mal for the week. 
The rain of Thursday acd Friday was 
heaviest in the southeastern counties, 
averaging between one and a halt and 
two inches, but rain and wet snow were 
quite general on those dates throughou 
the state, the Section receiving the leas 
precipitation being the north central 
counties. The average precipitation for 
the week for the northern half of the 
etate was five-eighths of an inch and in 
the southern half one one-tenth i°°hes. 
Severe frosts occurred in nearly all the 
northern coonties, being lighter in the 
southern counties. There has been no 
material injury reported to winter grams 
from the frosts, 
The season continues backward by 
about two weeks throughout the state 
but it is a question whether the almotj 
unchanged conditions of the crops in 
oompaiison to last week ere not more 
favorable 
than 
had warm sunshine 
weather prevailed, einoe the retardation 
of growth at this stage means a gain of a 
week in passing a period when a thaw 
might be followed by a damaging frost. 
There are a few oases of ploughing and 
seeding of oats reported from toe south­ 
ern counties, but the very great majori­ 
ty of the correspondents from these 
counties plaoe the date of general seed­ 
ing al about April 20, although with 
bright, warm, sunshiny weather, for the 
next few days, seeding might begin on 
uplands on April 15. The soil is thor­ 
oughly saturated in all sections, and low­ 
lands cannot be worked for a week or 
ten days. 
Continued favorable reports are re­ 
ceived regarding winter grains. W hen­ 
ever 
investigations 
have been made 
naught but favorable reports have been 
rendered. 
The frost is leaving the ground rapid­ 
ly in the southern counties and many 
lections report frost entirely out of the 
ground. As we advance northward to 
the south-central oounties “Frost not 
yet out of the ground” is reported, until 
reaching the extreme norther n counties 
the ground ie frozen to a depth of 18 
inches, with enow fourteen inches deep 
in Forest and adjoining oounties. There 
is less snow on the ground in the north­ 
western and western counties, and in the 
west-central counties it is rapidly disap. 
pearing, some old sheltered drifts along 
fences and the north Eide cf bills alone 
remaining. 
Block continues to be reported In good 
condition, but a shortage of feed is re­ 
ported in some localities. 
A few local damaging washouts are re­ 
ported from several of the southern 
counties by the heavy rains of Thursday 
and Friday.

grouse, prairie hen or prairie chicken, 
sharp tailed grouse or grouse of any o th er' 
variety, between the first day of May and 
the succeeding first day of September.’' 
“ Thus you see the amendment does 
not effect duck shooting, but prohibits 
the shooting of ell kinds of birds named 
in that portion of section one. 
“ There is no telling what they will do 
with it when it comes ap for passage* 
It has had its third reading, but prob­ 
ably more amendments will be offered 
wheo it comes up again.’’
